MORGAN NATIVE 
DIES IN OHIO 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — All 
property owners must file re¬ 
ports with county property 
valuation Adminlsratnrs be¬ 
fore March 1, 1970, State 

Revenue Commissioner James 
E. Luckett said today. 

At the same time, Luckett 
: poke out to correct two mis¬ 
taken ideas in regard to prop¬ 
erty assessment in Kentucky. 
The recently ratified constitu¬ 
tional amendment which 
makes it possible to revalue 
farmland cannot become ef- 
! fective until the General As¬ 
sembly passes an enabling 
law, Luckett pointed out. The 
earliest date such an act could 
become effective is Jan. 1, 
1971, because action under the 
amendment cannot be retro¬ 
active. 

‘‘The other mistaken idea i 3 
that it’s okay for an owner to 
list the same valuation every 
year on land or buildings,” 
Luckett said. 

“The steady rise in the 
value of land, both rural and 
urban, and increased construc¬ 
tion casts make raising the 
values listed with property 
valuation administrators if the 
Court (of Appeals)—directed 
level of fair cash value is to 
be met.” 

Inflation more than offsets 
the depreciation which ordi¬ 
narily would lower the value 
of a building, the commission¬ 
er explained. 

Besides real estate, the 
property which must he listed 
includes tangibles such as 
cars, mobile homes, aircraft, 
water craft, merchants inven¬ 
tories and trade tools and in¬ 
tangibles such as stocks, 
bonds, notes, mortgages, acc¬ 
ounts receivable, annuities, 
money in out-of-sale state 
banks and the like. 

Taxes on property declared 
in this January-M.irch period 
are due and payable in Sep¬ 
tember, 1970.

1970 FEED GRAIN 
PAYMENTS WILL 
BE MADE EARLIER 


Secretary of Agriculture, 
Clifford M. Hardin, announced 
that final payment to partici¬ 
pants in the 1970 feed grain, 
wheat, and cotton programs 
will be made as soon as pos¬ 
sible after July 1, 1670, and 
will be completed as much as 
two months earlier than in 
previous years. 

The speed-up in payments 
recognizes the extreme financ¬ 
ing problem faced by farmers 
land assumes that many of 
them will receive their total 
payments much earlier than 
in the past. The step-up will 
apply not only to voluntary 
diversion payments but also 
those payments such as for 
feed grain and cotton price 
support and wheat certificates 
which were not included in 
the past in the earlier pay¬ 
ments. 

The plans now being im¬ 
plemented should put most of 
the approximate $3.3 billion 
in the 1970 crop payments in 
producers’ hands by the end 
of July or by mid August. In 
contrast during the past few 
years, producers waited until 
after Sept. 1 for about 45 per¬ 
cent of the payments. Previ¬ 
ously only a little more than 
10 percent were made in July 
and only about 12 percent of 
the total came under the ad¬ 
vance payment provisions.

It For You 


In Galatians Chapter 5 
Verse 13 and 14, we find 
these words: "For brethren 
ye have been called unto 
liberty only use not liberty 
for an occasion to the flesh 
but by love serve cne an¬ 
other. For all the law is ful¬ 
filled in one word even in 
this thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bors as thy self.” 

Matthew 23 Verse II: "But 
he that is greatest among you 
shall be your servant ” 

The above three verses re¬ 
mind me of a neighbor we 
lost today. Mrs. Virgie Conley. 
As we were riding from the 
home, one of my neighbors 
who has had the pleasure of 
knowing Mrs. Conley longer 
than I. told a little story about 
one member of her family.

So 
he just drank from the water 
that was drawn and as he 
ftarted back to his work a 
member of Mrs. Conley's 
family asked him why he 
didnt draw himself a fresh 
bucket of water. He jokingly 
told her he was too lazy. 
Although he was more able, 
physically, than Mrs. Conley 
to draw the water, she in all 
honesty told him:” I would 
have drawn it for you.” 

Mrs. Virgie Conley was 
thought of by her neighbors 
as being this kind of woman. 
If a member of her family 
or a friend or neighbor needed 
her to go one mile she was 
always willing to go an extra 
mile for them. We, her neigh¬ 
bors. feel that Jesus now will 
tell her.” I was hungered, and 
ye gave me meat, I was thirsty 
and ye gave me drink, I was 
a stranger and ye took me 
in, I was sick and ye visited 
me, I was in prison and ye 
came unto me.” I’m sure he 
will say, “In as much as you 
have done this unto one of 
the least of these, my breth¬ 
ren, ye have done it unto me." 

In Heaven, I feel she will 
, be happier if they will let her 
continue to serve rather than 
to be served. If some one in 
Heaven fails to draw them¬ 
selves some pure cool water 
she will tell them, “I would 
have drawn it for you.” 

To her children, grandchild¬ 
ren, friends and neighbors: if 
we attempt to fill her shoes 
we will have to live by her 
rules in our dealings with 
ether people and be willing to 
say, “I would have drawn it 
for you."

Arnett Gets 10 Yrs, 
For Beating Death 


Coal-Hauling Railroads or Reservoirs? 
Are Either for Progress? 


TOM DUNCAN'S— 


PRESTONSBURG — A 
Floyd circuit jury has found 
Russell Arnett, 27, Royalton, 
guilty of manslaughter in the 
beating death of George Shep¬ 
herd, 54, of David, in front 
of a local club on Nov. 3, 
1969. 

The jury deliberated less 
than an hour Thursday after 
hearing testimony which be¬ 
gan that morning. They gave 
him 10 years for the killing. 

Arnett denied being with 
Shepherd and produced two 
witnesses who testified he 
did not leave the club. 
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through a tunnel onto Rockcastle to tap th?

But. 

Wolfe Creek and Rockcastle in Martin are 
not to bo darned up and converted into re¬ 
servoirs. Rather, the Corps of Engineers will 
help with channel improvements along the 
streams. 

But if the Paint Creek Reservoir is built, 
as planned by the Corps of Engineers, the 
C&O could not build up Paint into Morgan—a 
rail line could not ascend from Paintsville 
o a level with the reservoir that may cover 
most of the Paint valley. 

Neither can the old rail bed of the Morehead 
& North Fork be used by the C&O to build a 
spur into Morgan, for a rail line can not as¬ 
cend from Morehead to a level with the Cave 
Run Reservoir. 

Thus two rail routes into Morgan's coal 
fields are being canceled out by Corps of En¬ 
gineers built reservoirs, one on Licking at 
Salt Lick and the other on Taint west of 
Paintsville. 

And we wonder at so-called progress—won 
dor which n.iglit be worse for Morgan, reser¬ 
voirs that take thousands of acres out of our 
tax base and force hundreds of families to 
move away, or big corporations strip-mining 
coal that would ruin hundreds of thousands 
of acres and miles and miles of natural streams 
which would be polluted with acid water and 
filled with mud. 


The Norfolk & Western Railway and the U.S 
Corps of Engineers are getting set to spend 
several millions of dollars in Martin county, 
along with giant coal corporations and timber¬ 
ing interests. 

The N.&W will spend several millions build¬ 
ing a 24-mile coal-hauling railroad up Wolfe 
Creek 15.9 miles, then tunnel through the 
divide onto the headwaters of Rockcastle 
Creek to tap virgin coal beds and valuable 
stands of hardwood timber. 

And the l T S. Corps of Enginers will spend 
from $'i million to SI million doing channel 
improvements in Rockcastle Creek. 

Already one giant coal company has com¬ 
menced opening a mine that will produce 2 
million tons of coal a year in Martin countv. 
And oilier mining companies no doubt will 
start mining operations along the new 24-mile 
railroad extension. For most of the valuable 
coal and timber lands in Martin have been 
bought up over the years by the big corpora¬ 
tions and a few individuals. 

Both coal and timber are now in short supply, 
prices are high, and the time is ripe to get 
out the valuable mineral and timber from one 
of the few remaining virgin areas of the state. 

A bridge across Tug Fork of Big Sandy and 
24 miles of rail line in rugged terrain, plus a 
1700-foot tunnel through the div ide from Wolfe 
Creek onto the headwaters of Rockcastle, will 
cost several millions. But hundreds of millions 
of tons of coal, from four seams, mean many 
years of operation and no doubt big profits. 

Moreover, the U.S. Corps of Fngineers will 
help by doing channel work along the Rock¬ 
castle. 

Which reminds us that. 

The new rail line of 24 miles of Wolfe Creek, 


POLLUTION-FREE AUTOS 
— The federal government 
final'y is taking note of the 
growing danger front auto¬ 
mobile exhaust. A pollution- 
free engine for autos is the 
big challenge for the new de¬ 
cade, and two governmental 
agencies are competing for 
the role of guiding the deve¬ 
lopment. Health, Education 
and Welfare Commissioner 
Finch has proposed to the 
Cabinet-level Environmental 
Quality Council a plan to help 
develop prototype engines 
developed by car makers, and 
Transportation Secretary Volpe 
is advocating a plan to give 
SI00 million in governmental 
assistance to stimulate re¬ 
search and development of the 
two most promising types of 
engines auto manufacturers 
can devise. The President will 
decide which plan for the 
government to take in the 
fight to eliminate harmful 
automobile exhaust.

The fact is that more and 
more legislators seem to be 
agreeing with Gov. Louie Nunn’s 
instinctive judgement that the 
public simply doesn’t care whet¬ 
her teachers get raises right 
now. 

And unless teachers get some 
momentum going soon, all the 
statistics about national averag¬ 
es and the like won't mean a 
tiling by the time the formal 
General Assembly votes come. 

A real straw in the wind was 
the House's absolute agreement 
on sending a teachcrs-retire- 
ment bill to the Committee on 
Appropriations and Revenue 
even though the Education 
Committee had approved it. 

But school people are mov¬ 
ing behind the scenes, too. 

And the Kentucky Education 
Association could team with the 
University of Louisville to of 
fer a package plan on dividing 
available money—despite howds 
from others seeking aid. 

No one really expects any 
tax increase this session. 

The question is whether 
there’ll be any significant cuts. 

And always there’s the ques¬ 
tion of timing. 

Just as this may not be the 
teachers’ year, it may prove 
not to he the standard-time 
forces’ either. 

There still are probably en¬ 
ough “slow-time” votes on 
the floor of both houses to carry 
the day. But now there’s real 
doubt whether the anti-Daylight 
Time bill can get a vote. 

Yielding to demands for pub¬ 
lic hearings may have cost the 
standard time people their 
chance. It certainly lost their 
best chance. 

And some of the same fac¬ 
tors arc working on the Sun¬ 
day closing and parochial school 
questions. 

Most legislators felt before 
the session that something 
should be done to clear up the 
Sunday-closing muddle. 

But now they're confronted 
by enough different proposals 


And this puts it squarely to 
the Democratic majorities to 
mount a program—or programs 
But they’ve shown little sign of 
uniting, although a system of 
checks and balances may be 
involving—as with recommitt¬ 
ing the teachers-retirement bill.

aid supplements, $2,231,744 for vocational 
education, and $282,673 for land stabilization. 
The grant in aid money is to cover community 
projects iikc se wage facilities, health and hos¬ 
pital facilities and many other development 
phases where local, state and federal monies 
are combined. In addition, the Congress upped 
the federal government’s aid from 50', to 
75 r ; on certain heal'ii facilities projects. For 
instance, the region is to serve as a national 
laboratory for nutrition and child develop¬ 
ment programs. 

Last October the federal Bureau of the Bud¬ 
get set up a practice that reqires all applica¬ 
tions for federal assistance projects be cleared 
through c state planning and development 
clearinghouse. This applies also to applica¬ 
tions for aid to the Appalachian Regional Com¬ 
mission. 

Under this procedure, any agency of local 
government intending to apply for federal 
assistance for a project under one of the de¬ 
signated federal programs (including Appala¬ 
chian assistance for health facilities construc¬ 
tion. sewage plants highways and mining area 
restoration) are roguired to notify the state 
clearinghouse as well as its regional committee, 
of the intent to apply. And approval by the 
clearinghouse is needed to further process 
the application. 

In Kentucky the clearinghouse for applica¬ 
tions is the Department of State Planning in 
Frankfort. 


Congress recently voted to extend the Ap¬ 
palachian Regional Development program 
through June 30. 1971. and President Nixon 
has signed the hill. 

The action gives authorization for non-high¬ 
way programs totaling $268.5 million, slightly 
more than for the past biennium. (The high¬ 
way construction portion of the act was ex¬ 
tended through the vear 1973 when the act 
was passed in 1965. But the present Congress 
gave authorization for highway work totaling 
$525 million through 1973, which is $150 mil¬ 
lion more than authorized in previous legisla¬ 
tion. 

In allocating more money for the highway 
section Congress noted that only about one- 
half of the miles deemed eligible for con¬ 
struction could have been completed under 
the old authorization, and it thus felt that an 
extension of the- program was justified, and 
with more money. One reason more money is 
needed is because construction costs are now 
higher. Another reason is that the Appalachian 
Act provides payments to persons dispossed ot 
their homes by highway building, in the form 
oi relocation pajments—a much-needed aid 
for families who have to move and relocate. 

Congress also amended the highway section 
so that funds can he committed for the deve¬ 
lopment of local access roads. 

Kentucky’s portion of ihe non-highway 
money in the Appalachian Act for 1970 will 
bo divided as follows—$2,743,469 for grant-in-

Creek 15.9 miles and crossing divide through a 
tunnel onto headwaters of Middle Fork of Rock¬ 
castle Creek. There are large areas of virgiit 
coal on Wolfe Creek and Rockcastle, also con¬ 
siderable timber, oi! and gas.

hardwood timber. Mos; of the 
land has been purchased 
through the years by big cor¬ 
porations and by a few indi¬ 
viduals. 

Martin county lays between 
the twi forks of Big Sandy. 
The N&W Railway and US 
-52 run up the Tug Fork on 
the West Virginia side, and 
the C & O and US-23 run 
up the Lovisa Fork. Martin 
county lays between the two 
highways and railways 

Tlie C & O once had a 
branch off its Big Sandy divi¬ 
sion that reached the north¬ 
west corner of Martin, but 
it is now inoperative, a tun¬ 
nel having caved in. 

Most of the terrain is rug¬ 
ged, and in the early days 
was limited ti areas where 
logs could be floated down 
the two forks of Sandy or 
sometimes dou'n Wolfe Creek 
and Rockcastle, both of which 
llow into Tug. Little of the 
coal has been touched, parti¬ 
cularly inside the county away 
from tlie two forks of Sandy, 
Levisa on tlie west and Tug 
on the east. 

Oil and gas operators ex¬ 
plored the eastem part of 
Martin many years ago, and 
developed a big gas field near 
Kermit, Columbia Gas built 
a 10-inch line (the old Tripple 
State) into Cincinnati, and this 
line is still in operaticn. 

$',£ Million U. S. Job 
On Rockcastle 


Almost simultaneous with 
N & W's application to build 
tlie new coal-hauling line, the 
Huntington. W. Vu. district 
office of the U. 5. Corps of 
Engineers announced is pre¬ 
paring to start a federal pro¬ 
ject to dredge tlie channel 
and straighten the channel in 
certain areas of Rockcastle 
Creek in Martin county. The 
colonel in charge said the 
Corps of Engineers will spend 
1-om $4 million to nearly 
SI million on the project. 

Rockcastle Creek rises in 
the Southwest part of Martin, 
runs through Inez and on 
northeast, joining the Tug 
I-ork of Sandy in southeastern 
Lawrence county. 

The N & W's 24-mile coal 
line will have its terminus 
on the Middle Fork of Rock¬ 
castle.

Also To Re-Channel 
Streams In Martin 


A few’ months ago Island 
Creek Coal Co. announced it 
would start mining operations 
ii. eastern Martin county to 
produce $2 millions of coal a 
year. 

And last week Norfolk & 
Western Railway applied to 
the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission to build a 24-mile 
branch from its main line on 
tire West Virginia sid? of Tug 
Fork of Big Sandy into the 
Wolfe Creek area of Martin 
county and then thrr ugh a 
tunnel onto the headwaters 
of Rockcastle on the other 
side of the county not far 
from tlie Levisa Fork. 

So it appears that the big 
corporations are gettin set to 
tap tire virgin beds of coal in 
all parts of Martin, both along 
Tug Fork on the east and ex¬ 
tending westward along Wolfe 
and Rockcastle creeks nearly 
across the county. 

The N&W said the new 
branch railroad will be laid 
in 39-ft. sections and announc¬ 
ed that w’ork W’ould be com¬ 
menced soon, including the 
building of a bridge across 
the Tug Fork of Sandy. 

In fact, work forces already 
have been moved into the 
area to prepare for the con¬ 
struction. (N&W and C & O 
railroad are the process of 
merging. C & O operates up 
the Levisa fork and N & W. 
up the Tug.) 

ROUTE OF RAILWAY 

The new railroad will run 
almost entirely across Mar¬ 
lin county from east to West, 
of Rockcastle, then up the 
Middle Fork of Rockcastle 
another 3 4 miles. 

More particularly, the rail¬ 
road will come across Tug 
River just above the month 
of Wolfe Creek, near Kermit, 
W. Va., then cross onto Wolfe 
Creek and go up Wolfe Creek 
15.9 miles to the mouth of j

Q. I read a story in the paper 
the other day about a woman 
who was celebrating her 100th 
birthday.

As John Burroughs once said, 
“He who marvels at the beauty 
of the world in summer will 
find equal cause for wonder and 
admiration in winter.” 

This may be a bit hard to 
believe, but for those who will 
look with a discerning eye, win¬ 
ter is not without its attractions. 
It is a season of simplicity, it is 
true, and a return to austerity. 
Or, as it has been so aptly put, 
like a philosopher returning 
from the banquet of an emperor 
to a cup of cold water and a 
moldy crust of bread. It is a 
time when all nature reverts to 
the fundamental with only the 


the day and the night; the 
mountain and the valley, and 
the perpetual infinite and ever- 
changing sky. 

But winter still has much to 
commend it. There’s the miracle 
of the snow that disquises every 
humble and immoble object, 
clothing it in royal robes of er¬ 
mine. Then there’s the magic of 
the winter moon. At no other 
time does it appear so large or 
glow with such wonderful pur¬ 
ity. or reach such sufficiency of 
illumination. And although 
stern, dark and foreboding, the 
wooded mountains are not with¬ 
out a certain beauty. With nak¬ 
ed branches of the trees etched 
in sharp relief against the sky, 
these hills of home appear in 
solemn, meditative phantasy 
that causes the nature lover to 
gasp in wonder. 

Unmuffed b y vegetation, 
sounds are sharper in winter. 
The boom of the hunter’s gun, 
the ring of a woodsman’s axe, 
and the lonesome whistle and 
thunder of a train can be heard 
from much farther distances. 
And while the bird symphony 
is gone from the woods, much 
music remains. Rigid, tense, and 
bare in the cold, twigs and need¬ 
les on the trees become as 
strings on a violin. With the 
wind serving as a bow, there are 
tunes as stirring to the imagina¬ 
tion as the strains of Mendels¬ 
sohn and Strauss. 

Summer, the counterpoint of 
winter, is seductive and appeals 
to the corporeal senses and to 
the sentiments and affections. 
But cast in a more heroic mold, 
winter appeals to the intellect, 
or in other words, more to the 
mind than the heart. Psyschol- 
gists say severe studies and dis¬ 
ciplines come easier in winter 
and the mind is more capable 
of comprehending the abstract 


Payments to 462,000 social 
security beneficiaries in Ken 
tucky amounted to $33,779,000 
a month as 1969 ended, and $l'/4 
million more than the monthlv 
rate a year earlier, Thomas B. 
Thompson, social security dis¬ 
trict manager said this week. 

In the Nation as a whole, 
social security payments for the 
year amounted to nearly $27 
billion, Thompson said, $2 bil¬ 
lion over the total for the prev¬ 
ious year. 

During 1969, the number of 
men. women and children re 
ceiving monthly social security 
benefits passed the 25 million 
mark. Thompson said. One oui 
o f every’ eight Americans is now 
receiving monthly payments 
And while the mapority are 
older people, about one out c? 
four of the 25 million persons 
now on the benefit rolls is un¬ 
der age 60. 

In the State of Kentucky, 
462,000 persons are receiving 
monthly social security bene 
fits, Thompson said. As 1969 
ended, 68,400 disabled workers 
and their dependents were col¬ 
lecting payments that omount- 
oti to $4,528,000 per month. 

Payments to survivors — to 
the 116.000 widows, children, 
and aged dependent parents of 
workers who have died — were 
$21,070,000 a month at the end 
of December. And over $33,779,- 
000 was being paid out in re¬ 
tirement benefits to older work¬ 
ers and their dependents, a 
lotal of 277,600 persons. 

During 1969, the trust funds 
out of which cash benefits are 
paid, took in $5.5 billion more 
than the total paid out. Assets 
of the two funds—one for re 
tirement and survivors insur¬ 
ance and one for disability in¬ 
surance—stood at $34 billion as 
1970 began, Thompson said. 

With the delivery’ of the 
monthly checks on Saturday, 
January 3. Thompson noted, the 
social security program round¬ 
ed out 30 years of benefit pay¬ 
ments. Only about 22,000 peo¬ 
ple were entitled to benefit 
payments for the month of Jan¬ 
uary 1940, when monthly ben¬ 
efits started, and 410 of those 
charter beneficiaries, now 95 
vears of age or older, received 
their 360th benefit checks this 
month. 

Over the years, the social se 
eurity program has grown, not 
only in the number of people 
on the benefit rolls, but also in 
terms of the protection provid¬ 
ed American families, Thompson 
said. 

Ninety-five out of 100 moth 
ers and children now have sur¬ 
vivors protection and would re¬ 
ceive monthly benefits in case 
ot the death of the family bread¬ 
winner. 

Four out of five men and 
women between the ages of 25 
and 65 can count on monthly- 
benefits under social security 
in the event the breadwinner 
becomes too disabled to work 
for 12 months or longer. 

Ninety percent of the people 
over 65. and 92 percent of all 
those who reached 65 in 1969, 
are receiving social security 
benefits or could receive them 
if they were not still working 

Practically every person 65 
and over, working or not, has 
hospital insurance under Med¬ 
icare. and 95 percent are also 
protected under the supple¬ 
mentary medical insurance part 
of Medicare that helps yap phy¬ 
sicians’ bills and other medical 
expenses in and out of the hos¬ 
pital.

Regarding certain questions
